Interpretation of the legisla¬ 
tion created considerable con¬ 
fusion that resulted in several 
sets pf filing dates, but Gran¬ 
ite City officials eventually de¬ 
cided on a mayor’s filing period 
of Dec. 23 through Jan. 7 (to¬ 
morrow), with Saturday, Jan. 
11, as the withdrawal deadline. 
The opening date of the filing 
period was the same as that 
for candidates for all other city 
offices, but since they are not 
subject to a primary election 
under the law the filing dead¬ 
line for all other city offices is 
Jan. 27 with a Feb. 1 With¬ 
drawal deadline. 

To Elect 3rd Alderman 

Meanwhile, City Cler£ Pendle¬ 
ton announced he is?f>roceeding 
with arrangements for this 
year’s Granite City municipal 
elections to include the election 
of one alderman each in the 
Second and Fifth Wards, a de¬ 
cision that will give those two 
wards three aldermen, instead 
of two, for the next two years. 

The situation grows out of 
the recent redistricting of the 
city’s eight wards into seven, 
requiring relocation of several 
aldermen into wards other than 
those in which they have been 
serving. The law provides that 
in redistricting procedure, all 
aldermen are to fill out their 
full terms. 

Wards Two and Five now 
have two “holdover" aldermen 
in each as a result of ward 
boundary changes made to re- 
district the city. The election 
of a third alderman in each of 
these two wards consequently 
will give.the city a total coun¬ 
cil membership of 16, same as 
it was before the redistricting. 

Pendleton pointed out that in 
1971 the terms of, the two in¬ 
cumbent aldermen still serving 
in each of the two wards will 
expire, with only one to be 
elected. This will phase out two 
of the aldermanic post? and 
give the council its normal ros¬ 
ter of 14 members, two each 
in seven wards. 

Legality Questioned 

Several weeks ago Pendleton 
questioned the legality of con¬ 
ducting an election for either 
of the two wards. He said to¬ 
day, however, that former City 
Attorney Richard Allen inform¬ 
ed him that election statutes 
provide for election of an aider- 
man in each of the two wards 
since the present aldermen in 
Wards Two and Five are “hold¬ 
over” aldermen allowed to 



serve out the rest of their 
terms. 

While candidates seeking all 
city offices except mayor still 
have until Jan. 27 to file nomi¬ 
nating petitions, contests al¬ 
ready have developed, or are 
indicated, in the aldermanic 
elections in virtually all of the 
seven wards. 

In Ward One, four candidates 
already have filed nominating 
petitions as candidates for two 
aldermanic posts. Because of 
the redistricting, which moved 
Charles Moerlien from Ward 
One to Ward Five, a two-year 
vacancy exists in that ward. 
The regular term of Incumbent 
Alderman William Dallas ex¬ 
pires this year. Therefore, an 
alderman will be elected to a 
full four-year term and one will 
be elected to a two-year term. 

2-Year Term Open 

Dallas has filed petitions of 
candidacy for re-election to the 
regular four-year term. Also 
seeking the four-year term is 
Casmer Skubish, 2701 Lincoln 
avenue, a former alderman of 
Ward Six. Two candidates also 
have filed nominating petitions 
as candidates for the one two- 
year term. They are Ev¬ 
erett Morlen, 2666 East 24th 
street, and Samuel Shackelford, 
2914 Palmer avenue, also a 
former Sixth Ward alderman. 

Thus far in the filing period, 
incumbent Second Ward Aider- 
man Edmund Bartosiak, whose 
term expires this year is the 
only candidate to file petitions, 
but in Ward Three Incumbent 
Alderman Roy Poulos, who has 
filed his petitions, is opposed 
by Albert Ward jr., 2408 Hodges 
avenue, another former aider- 
man of the Sixth Ward. 

In the Fourth Ward, Incum¬ 
bent R. E. Robertson has filed 
petitions of candidacy for re- 
election. He may have opposi¬ 
tion from Carl Pashoff, 3113 
Fehling road, who obtained pe¬ 
tition forms from the clerk's 
office last week but who has 
not yet filed. Pashoff was an 
unsuccessful candidate in the 
1967 city election.

Nixon Appointee’s Annual Income Tax 
Tops President's Four-Year Salary 

The man who has been chosen to serve as 
U. S. deputy secretary of defense at $30,000 a 
year will give up an annual income of $850,000 
from his own firm in order to avoid conflict of 
interest, according to news articles. 

Since none of the articles mentioned In¬ 
come taxes, out of curiosity we looked up a tax 
schedule and diecovered that he already was a 
substantial federal worker — to the tune of 
$608,428.50.'While he still had a lot of money 
left, it is interesting to note that each year his 
contribution to the federal government has been 
enough to pay the salary of the President of the 
United States for the full four-year term, with 
some left over. 

In giving up this $850,000 annual income, 
David Packard, a pioneer in thfe electronics in¬ 
struments industry, will relinquish $150,000 a 
year in salary and bonuses, and will put ap¬ 
proximately $300,000,000 of his company's 
stock which he and his wife own into a chari¬ 
table trust for the period he will serve under 
President-elect Nixon. Dividends of $700,000 
annually will go to charity. 

We know that charity will get a windfall; 
we hope Mr. Packard's management acumen 
will replace many times over the tax loss to the 
government through economies in the defense 
department. 

New License Law Emphasizes Role of 
Driver Training, Could Deter Dropouts 

One of the reasons why high school stu¬ 
dents "drop out" at 16 is supposed to be to 
enable them to get a full-time job and buy an 
auto. A new Illinois law effective last week 
will complicate their plans. 

The minimum driver license age has moved 
from 16 to 18. except foj those who hava 
passed an approved driver education course. 
These courses are given primarily to high school 
students; others also con register for the instruc¬ 
tion, but the demand usually exceeds die num¬ 
ber of available instructors and dual-control 
cars. 

The new statute puts added financial pres¬ 
sure on schools, particularly those which may 
have been considering dropping or curtailing 
driver education due to its cost. 

But if it serves os on added deterrent to 
dropouts, it could be worthwhile. Another im¬ 
portant consideration is that trained d riv e r s 
have only half as many collisions and traffic 
a rre s t s as other motorists of die same age. 


Many of the technological ad¬ 
vances engineers think up are 
accompanied by some potential 
danger to the user, and elec¬ 
tronic amplification that has 
made modern rock and roll 
bands possible is no exception. 

The danger in tills case Is 
hearing loss. 

If papers given at an Acousti¬ 
cal Society of America meeting 
in Cleveland, O., are any indi¬ 
cation, it is going to be much 
easier to establish the connec- 
ticn between rock and roll mu¬ 
sic hearing loss than has been 
the case with other health haz¬ 
ards — for example, c i g a r e t 
smoking and lung cancer. 

It is already known that about 
10% of the American popula¬ 
tion suffers from some kind of 
hearing loss and that in the ma¬ 
jority of these cases, the loss 
can be attributed directly to in¬ 
dustrial or other noise. 

As the result of thefie findings, 
most industries now use mini¬ 
mum noise standards under 
which their employees work. 

Dr. James Flugrath of 
Memphis State University in 
Tennessee has applied these 
industrial standards to ten 
rock and roll bands in the 
Memphis area. 

Although the noise of the 
Individual bands varied Can¬ 


ute of Physics) 

slderably, over 7000 separate 
measurements showed that 
all ten bands exceeded the 
lowest damage risk criteria 
used by industries. 

No measurements were made 
of hearing loss of the people lis¬ 
tening to the bands, but Drs. 
Charles Speaks and David Nel¬ 
son of the University of Minne¬ 
sota have conducted hearing 
tests on 25 rock and roll musi¬ 
cians in the Minneapolis area. 

Tests were given before and 
after an evening’s playing by 
the musicians, and 25% of them 
showed slight temporary hearing 
losses. 

Previous tests have shown that 
permanent damage results when 
this type of loss occurs repeat¬ 
edly over a period of several 
ypars. 

Six of the musicians already 
showed some permanent hear¬ 
ing loss. Since earlier hearing 
tests had not been made on 
these individuals, tt is not possi¬ 
ble to say that the hearing loss 
is definitely the result of their 
music, but the finger of suspi¬ 
cion certainly points in this 
direction.

Income Tax Forms Being Hailed 


A. The tax forms will be 
available at local IRS offices as 
well as many post offices and 
banks soon after the first of the 
year. Most taxpayers will re¬ 
ceive copies of the forms and 
instructions in the mall. 

If you receive a 1040 tax form 
in the mail, you may have a 
form that is printed in two col¬ 
ors. This is to draw attention 
to certain parts of the form that 
were troublesome to taxpayers 
last year. 

Color is not used on the 1040-A 
Forms or the 1040 Forms that 
may be picked up at IRS offices 
and other locations. 

Q. How did you get Involved 
with the administration of fed¬ 
eral gun taws? 

A. IRS has administered fed¬ 
eral gun laws since 1934, when 
the National Firearms Act was 
enacted. 

The basis of this law, which 
imposed taxes on the transfer 
and making of firearms, was the 
taxing authority given the fed¬ 
eral government by the Consti¬ 
tution. As IRS is responsible for 
collecting other federal taxes, it 
was given the responsibility of 
administering the gun law.

Q. I make several business 
trips a year for my company 
and get reimbursed for what I 
spend.

A. The general rule te that 
these reimbursements must be 
included in Income. However, 
you do not have to report them 
on your tax return if you ac¬ 
count for your expenses to your 
company. 

If your reimbursements 
exceed your expenses, then 
the excess must be reported 
as income on your return. If 
your allowable expenses ex¬ 
ceed your reimbursements, 
report the reimbursements 
as income but also deduct 
the expenses. 

Q. Are year-end dividends on 
stock reported the year declared 
or the year received? 

A. Report them in the year 
they are constructively received. 
If you received a dividend or 
had it credited to your account 
ta 1968 it must be reported on 
your 1968 return. 

Q. My wife worked part-time 
at a local store this Christmas. 
If she files her own tax return, 
will I still be able to claim her 
exemption on our return? 

A. No, you may not When a 
husband or wife files a separata 
return the other must file sepa¬ 
rately, too, and neither is per¬ 
mitted to claim exemptions, ex¬ 
penses -or deductions of the 
other.

On Disability Benefits 


Ralph Brasher, social secur¬ 
ity district manager in East St. 
Louis, announced publication of 
a new edition of the popular 
booklet, “If You Become Dis¬ 
abled." 

Copies of the new booklet, 
which explains the latest 
changes in the disability insur¬ 
ance program as well as the 
basic provisions of the law, 
may be obtained by calling, 
writing' or visiting the East St. 
Louis social security district 
office at 650 Missouri avenue, 
he said. 

The booklet may help correct 
a number of misconceptions 
about the disability insurance 
program, Brasher said. 

Among these misconceptions, 
he noted the following: 

That a person has to be "per¬ 
manently” disabled to qualify 
for payments. “I cannot empha¬ 
size too strongly that this is 
definitely not the case,” Brash¬ 
er said. ‘.‘Payments may be 
■ made to a person who is ‘tem¬ 
porarily’ disabled if he is not 
expected to recover from his 
disability for a year or more 
from the time it forced him to 
quit work.” 

A person has to be totally 
disabled in the sense that he is 
bedridden or totally paralyzed 
to qualify for payments. “Again, 
very definitely not so,” Brasher 
said. “The worker merely must 
have a physical or mental con¬ 
dition that prevents him from
